A Xebraska man was chosen to head the American 


armies in France during the world war, and he proved 
plenty big enough for the Job. Another Nebraska 
man presided over the commission that worked out a 
comprehensive plan for the financial rehabilitation 
of Germany, and he has Just been elected vice presi- 
dent of the "United States. A Nebraska man is filling 
the important position as comptroller of the national 
budget.
